We,  the  class  of  1943,  have  had  a  good  opportunity  throughout  our  school 
life  to  build  a  firm  foundation  for  good  character  and  citizenship.  This  oppor- 
tunity has  come  to  us  in  many  forms.  First,  there  has  been  the  association 
with  our  teachers  and  classmates,  full  of  experiences  revealing  to  us  the  desir- 
ability of  having  as  good  an  education  as  possible.  Secondly,  there  is  to  be 
found  in  our  text  books  and  literature  the  store  of  knowledge  and  experience 
which  has  been  accumulating  since  the  beginning  of  history.  Another  of  the 
many  forms  that  this  opportunity  has  taken  is  the  effort  to  use  our  knowledge 
in  the  assumption  of  new  responsibilities.

When  we  leave  the  shelter 
which  high  school  has  given  us,  we  shall  go  into  a  world  which  will  remind 
us  even  more  constantly  and  much  more  forcefully  of  the  war.  So  it  would 
seem  that  we  are  challenged  to  carry  on  to  the  best  of  our  abilities  to  the 
end  that  our  lives,  our  country,  and  the  world  as  a  whole  be  the  better  for 
our  efforts.    We  accept  the  challenge!

School  was  quite  normal  for 
a  time,  but  then  came  the  war  and  with  it 
rationing.  The  part  that  we  enjoyed  was 
the  rationing  of  school.  We  could  lie  in 
bed  and  laugh  at  the  alarm  clock  and  read 
in  the  papers  about  the  hard  work  that  the 
teachers  were  doing  while  we  had  pre- 
mature vacations. 

Also  during  our  Junior  vear  a  question 
which  had  perplexed  the  great  brains  of 
the  nation  for  many  years  proved  only  a 
meager  obstacle  to  our  Debating  Club 
when  it  settled  once  and  for  all  (until  the 
next  time)  the  Latin  American  problem. 

With  Miss  Hamrock  URGING  the  sale  of 
tickets,  the  more  talented  members  of  our 
class  and  of  the  school  presented  to 
"Rossie",  before  moving  to  Broadway, 
"June  Mad".

Two  days  in  our  short  stay  at  "Rossie" 
will  never  be  forgotten.

An  all-women  congress  convened  on  Tuesday,  to  decide  upon  several 
measures  of  paramount  importance  to  the  men  of  the  country.  Before  the 
house  lies  a  bill  presented  by  Representative  Anne  Richards  providing  for  the 
limiting  of  the  working  day  of  the  men  at  home  to  eight  hours.  Severe  opposition 
in  the  person  of  Representative  J.  Burch  confronted  her.  Miss  Burch  contended 
that  when  women  did  the  housework,  not  even  sundown  saw  the  finish  of 
their  toil.  Representative  Farrant  accused  Miss  Richards  of  wishing  to  return 
to  the  old  status  when  men  controlled  congress  and  women,  the  home.  Debate 
waxed  furious,  and  it  was  only  at  the  order  of  "Czar"  Holleran  that  the  deadlock 
was  broken.

Novak,  Madeline  O'Brien,  Hazel  Hamilton,  and  Barbara  Schultz  in  favor  of 
the  bill.  All  four  energetic  and  ambitious  Congresswomen  declared  that  the 
more  lenient  measure  was  in  keeping  with  their  policies.

Claire  Harol,  football  coach,  maintains,  "Defeat  it!  The  women  are  doing 
their  part.

Joan  Murray,  society  matron,  comments,  "Well,  we  don't  want  to  be  too 
hard  on  them!  The  girls  are  finding  it  more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain  escorts 
because  the  men  are  too  weary  to  go  out  nights."

Chief 
Bosun's  Mate  Doug  Bensusan,  who  first  sighted  the  pigeon,  Lieutenant  (junior 
grade)  Alanson  Dawes,  who  had  charge  of  the  gun  crew. 

Danger  in  Franco- American  Relations  Seen

U.  S.  S.  Crawford  Launched  at  Hagelstein  Shipyard 

Quincv,  Mass.,  June  5  — A  new  destroyer  was  launched  today  at  Hagelstein 
Shipyard.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Ralph  Crawford,  the  U.  S.  Navy's  Sergeant 
York  of  the  Second  World  War. 

Crawford,  a  Gunner's  Mate  2nd  Class,  served  on  the  cruiser  Boston,  com- 
manded bv  Captain  "Joltin'  Joe"  MacNeil. 

The  appearance  of  a  squadron  of  Japanese  dive  bombers  provoked  Crawford 
to  the  use  of  such  colorful  language  that  Chaplain's  Assistant  Donald  Campbell 
hastily  rushed  up  from  below  decks.  Campbell,  however,  was  so  struck  by 
what  he  saw  that  he  completely  forgot  his  original  purpose. 

"When  the  dive  bombers  swooped  close  to  the  ship,  Crawford,  at  his  anti- 
aircraft gun,  gave  them  such  a  withering  look  that,  in  sheer  panic,  the  entire 
squadron  dived  into  the  sea,"  Campbell  later  stated. 

"Two  other  squadrons  of  Japs,  sensing  that  Crawford  was  in  a  bad  mood 
and  would  destroy  them  with  his  anti-aircraft  fire,  both  surrendered  to  the 
cruiser."  Campbell  also  said. 

At  today's  launching,  the  Crawford  was  christened  by  the  wife  of  Governor 
T.  J.  Schnickelfritz  the  former  Barbara  Gibbons  of  Roslindale.
